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NO ERSATZ ROYALTY 
FADING FROM THE public scene of 
Harry S. Truman, already all but com­ 
plete, provided a subject for “copy 
by 
newspaper reporters, but it is merely con­ 
tinuation of a custom as old as the Repub­ 
lic. When a President is retired or retires 
voluntarily , he belongs to the political past. 
In the case of Truman the contrast be­ 
tween the White House and his f o r m e r 
home is greater than formerly because the 
President now lives in regal splendor ap­ 
proached by few kings of potentates. 
Private y acht, private plane, limousines 
without number, hundreds of guards and a 
thousand White House employ ees, all pro­ 
vided by the tax pay ers, are his. But it was 
not alway s thus. Until 20 y ears ago Con­ 
gress was more parsimonious in appropri­ 
ating for the White House, and Presidents 
generally eschewed giving the appearance 
of opulence. 
Little commented upon but noteworthy in 
the inauguration ceremonies and festivities 
was the absence of relatives or descend­ 
ants of former occupants of the 
W h i t e 
House. Ex -President Hoover was there, but 
if descendants of former Presidents were 
there their presence went unnoticed. In 
fact, kin of former Presidents in Washing­ 
ton today , or prominent in their 
h om e 
communities, do not constitute a numerous 
clan. A grandson of President Harrison is 
a member of Congress from Wy oming, a 
son of Franklin Roosevelt is in Congress as 
a member from a New York City district. 
Senator Taft, of course, is a son of a Presi­ 
dent. That is about the ex tent of presiden­ 
tial descendants in Congress. 
Many observers are convinced that be­ 
ing a descendant of a President is a polit­ 
ical handicap, and it may be just as well 
that it is. 


Mass production of atomic weapons will 
reduce the cost of killing enemies to $2.80 
each, according to an ex pert. Or an outlay 
of $100 billion a y ear to keep the population 
of China static.

When public officials being sworn into of­ 
fice say they will accept the challenge of 
their new jobs, they do not intend to imply 
that the salary wall be spurned. 


The Eisenhower Administration starts 
wiih a Cabinet that includes a number of 
businessmen of proved ability . The design 
; is for a business administration operated 
by competent managerial capacity . 
However, these businessmen have, none 
of them, been trained in the political oper­ 
ations w’hich are normal to American life. 
Tile difficulties that C. E. Wilson encoun­ 
tered could have been avoided had he pre­ 
pared himself to meet the ty pe of q uestion­ 
ing characteristic of a Congressional com­ 
mittee. The law stands and he should have 
known it and been adeq uately prepared to 
meet it prior to his hearing before the 
Armed Services Committee. It is often dif­ 
ficult for a man who has managed a super 
billion dollar concern to realize that once 
he accepts a government post, he is subor­ 
dinate to a $12,500 a y ear member of Con­ 
gress. If he cannot accept that stipulation, 
he will fail in whatever he undertakes in 
public life. 
The more effective a man has been in 
business, the more competent he has been 
in management, the more difficulties he 
will face in government. And the reasons 
are so obvious that it is difficult to under­ 
stand why the businessmen, who are usual­ 
ly so flex ible, do not grasp the psy chology 
of the situation. 
Ours is a representative republic, the 
core of authority being vested in Congress, 
which gets its power from the Constitution 
and from the people. It was never intended 
that Congress should be subordinate to the 
President or to his Cabinet. The Congress 
ex ists and functions by its own right and 
ex pects to report back to the people, every 
two y ears for a Representative and every 
six y ears for a Senator. 
Therefore, a member of Congress, in 
either house, is most concerned with public 
opinion and those who have had consider­ 
able and prolonged tenure in Congress 
have developed great skill in assessing pub­ 
lic reactions. Their major concern is what 
the reactions to their conduct and their 
voting record will be in November, 19 54. 
It is this longer view that controls their 
present reactions to immediate situations. 
Whereas the businessman may know about 
finance and production, the politician is 
likely to add into that eq uation the factor 
of public sentiment. For instance, the law 
that was passed to prevent dishonorable 
men from getting government 
j ob s to , 
feather their own nests and strengthen 
their companies does not apply to Mr. Wil­ 
son morally or psy chologically , but 
t w o' 
y ears from now, in a campaign, the issue 
may be that members of the Senate per- j 
mitted violations of the law in the interest 
of big business. 
Such a campaign argument might be 
very telling. During the nex t two y ears, 
each of these Cabinet officers and all the 
other top officials—some 600 of them—will 
have to appear before Congressional com­ 
mittees to testify in favor of or against leg­ 
islation, to ex plain the operations of their 
departments, to defend policies pursued. 
This will be a novel ex perience for many 
of them. A Congressional committee is not 
a board of directors. On such committees 
will be not only the friendly Republicans 
but the antagonistic Democrats.

Migraine Helped By New Drug 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
MIGRAINE headaches tend to 
occur in a fairly definite ty pe of 
individual — usually one who is 
very highstrung. Women are more 
prone to the disease th an men, 
and it is more apt to appear in 
y oung adults as the adjustm ents 
to life become more complex . 
When there is not too much emo­ 
tional stress, the m igraine attacks 
are less freq uent. 
Women usually lose their m i­ 
graine attacks while pregnant. 
After prolonged illness or opera­ 
tions there are also fewer attacks 
as a rule. 
Artery Constriction 
The pain of a m igraine head­ 
ache, it is believed, comes from 
a constriction of the arteries of 
the head due to emotional stress, 
followed by an increase in their 
size, or dilatation. Just w hat 
causes the blood vessels to act 
this way Is not known for sure. 
Sometimes a woman suffering 
from migraine recognizes her own 
trouble, and tells the doctor she 
has 
freq uent 
sick 
headaches. 
Many times, however, the case 
may be much more difficult and 
confusing. A woman may be in 
the hospital with abdominal pain 
and retching which is sometimes 
m istaken for appendicitis, though 
it may actually be migraine. 
Sy mptoms Misleading 
A migraine attack usually pro­ 
duces a feeling of fatigue, so the 
sufferer can hardly stand up. She 
also has a tendency to feel faint 
with spells of nausea and vomit­ 
ing. Many of these cases are m is­ 
diagnosed as “nothing wrong,” 
or due to spastic colon, or low 
blood pressure. __________________ 


The ty pe of woman subject to 
migraine is apt to be alert and 
fast-moving, with a trim figure 
and an eager tem peram ent. Usu­ 
ally she is more or less of a per­ 
fectionist. Another point often 
noticed is th at her ey es are apt to 
be very sensitive to bright light. 
In a ty pical m igraine attack, 
the person has a one-sided head­ 
ache, usually preceded by a w arn­ 
ing of some sort, such as ringing 
in the ears or bright spots and 
flashes before the ey es. However, 
these headaches can and do oc­ 
cur over the entire head, and do 
not have to be followed by the 
nausea and vomiting. 
Drugs of Help 
Present day medicine can bring 
relief to the migraine sufferer. At 
one time certain surgical opera­ 
tions were done, but they helped 
in very few cases. In certain cases, 
a drug combining ergotam ine 
tartrate with caffeine seems to 
relieve the pain more effectively 
when given at the beginning of 
an attack. Injections of another 
drug known as dlhy droergota- 
mine into a muscle are sometimes 
also effective. 
Psy chotherapy , given by an ex ­ 
perienced phy sician or psy chia­ 
trist, can help prevent occur­ 
rences of m igraine attacks, it has 
been found.

City court backers, both in Coun­ 
cil and elsewhere, have dwelt heav- 
ily on the claim it would insure dis­ 
interested justice through its pro­ 
vision for a salaried judge. T h e y 
point out the mayor, under t h e 
present system appoints the police 
and the police, in turn, may have 
a tendency to be over-anxious in 
seeking opportunities which add to 
the mayor's own fee*. 


ONI. LEADER in the movement 
to establish a municipal court here 
said: 
What we need is an arrange­ 
ment in which the umpire s salary 


doesn’t depend upon the b a t t e r 
striking out. Under the present 
method, if the mayor acquits them

Private yacht, private plane, limousines 


without number, hundreds of guards and a 


thousand White House em ployees, all pro­ 


vided by the taxpayers, are his. But it was 


not always thus. Until 20 years ago Con­ 


gress was more parsimonious in appropri­ 


ating for the White House, and Presidents 


generally eschewed giving the appearance 


of opulence. 
Little commented upon but noteworthy in 


the inauguration cerem onies and festivities 


w as the absence of relatives or descend­ 


ants of former occupants of the W h i t e 


House Ex-President Hoover was there, but 


lf descendants of former Presidents were 


there their presence went unnoticed. In 


fact, kin of former Presidents in Washing­ 


ton today, or prominent in their h o m e 
communities, do not constitute a numerous 
clan. A grandson of President Harrison is 
a m em ber of Congress from Wyoming, a 
son of Franklin Roosevelt is in Congress as 
a m em ber from a New York City district. 
Senator Taft, of course, is a son of a Presi­ 
dent. That is about the extent of presiden­ 
tial descendants in Congress.

It is often dif­ 


ficult for a m an who has m anaged a super 


billion dollar concern to realize that once 


he accepts a government post, he is subor­ 


dinate* to a $12,500 a year m em ber of Con­ 


gress If he cannot accept that stipulation, 


he will foil in whatever he undertakes in 
public life. 


The more effective a man has been in 


business, the m ore competent he has been 


in m anagem ent, the more difficulties he 


will face in government. And the reasons 


are so obvious that it is difficult to under­ 


stand why the businessmen, who are usual­ 
ly so flexible, do not grasp the psychology 
of the situation. 


Ours is a representative 
republic, 
the 


core of authority being vested in Congress, 
which gets its power from the Constitution 
and from the people. It was never intended 
that Congress should be subordinate to the 
President or to his Cabinet. The Congress 
exists and functions by its own right and 
expect* to report back to the people, every 
two years for a Representative and every 
six years for a Senator. 


Therefore, a m em ber of Congress, in 
either house, is most concerned with public 
opinior and those who have had consider­ 
able and prolonged tenure in Congress 
have developed great skill in assessing pub­ 
lic reactions. Their major concern is what 
the reactions to their conduct and 
their 
voting record will be in Novem ber, 1954. 


It is this longer view that controls their 
present reactions to im m ediate situations. 
Whereas the businessm an may know about 
finance and production, the politician is 
likely to add into that equation the factor 
of public sentim ent. For instance, the law* 
that was passed to prevent dishonorable 
men from getting governm ent j o b s 
to 
feather their own nests and strengthen 
their com panies d ots not apply to Mr. Wil­ 
son morally or psychologically, but t w o 
years from now, in a campaign, the issue 
may be that m em bers of the Senate per­ 
mitted violations of the law in the interest 
of big business. 


Such a cam paign argument might be 
very telling. During the next two years, 
each of these Cabinet officers and all the 
other top officials—som e 600 of them—will 
have to appear before Congressional com ­ 
mittees to testify in favor of or against leg­ 
islation, to explain the operations of their 
departments, to defend policies pursued. 
This will be a novel experience for many 
of them. A Congressional com m ittee is not 
a board of directors. On such com m ittees 
will be not only the friendly Republicans 
but the antagonistic Democrats.

Migraine Helped By New Drug 


By HIRMAN N. BUN0ISIN, M D. 
MIGRAINE headaches tend to 
occur in a fairly definite type of 
Individual - usually one who Is 
very hlghstrung. Women are more 
prone to the disease th an men, 
and It Is more apt to appear In 
young adults as the adjustm ents 
to life become more complex. 
When there is not too much emo­ 
tional stress, the migraine attacks 
are less frequent. 
Women usually lose their m i­ 
graine attacks while pregnant. 
After prolonged lllneaa or opera­ 
tions there are also fewer attacks 
as a rule. 
Artery Constriction 
The pain of a migraine head­ 
ache, it Is believed, comes from 
a constriction of the arteries of 
the head due to emotional stress, 
followed by an Increase In their 
else. or dilatation. Ju st w hat 
causes the blood vessels to act 
this way Is not known for sure. 
Sometimes a woman suffering 
from migraine recognises her own 
trouble, and tells the doctor she 
has 
frequent 
sick 
headaches. 
Many times, however, the case 
may be much more difficult and 
confusing. A woman may be in 
the hospital with abdominal pain 
and retching which is sometimes 
m istaken for appendicitis, though 
it may actually be migraine. 
.Symptoms M isleading 
A migraine attack usually pro­ 
duces a feeling of fatigue, so the 
sufferer can hardly stand up. 8he 
also has a tendency to feel faint 
with spells of nausea and vomit­ 
ing. Many of these cases are mis­ 
diagnosed as "nothing wrong,** 
or due to spastic oolon, or low 
bi ><Ki pre sure

fast-moving, with a trim figure 
and an eager tem peram ent, Usu­ 
ally she is more or less of a per­ 
fectionist. Another point often 
noticed is th a t her eye* are ap t to 
be eery sensitive to bright light. 
In a typical migraine attack, 
the person has a one-sided head­ 
ache. usually preceded by a w a n t­ 
i n g of some sort, such as ringing 
■in the ears or bright spots and 
flashes before the eyes. However, 
these headaches can and do oc­ 
cur over Ute entire head, and do 
not have to be followed by the 
I nausea and vomiting. 
Drugs of Help 
Present day medicine can bring 
relief to the migraine sufferer. At 
1 one tim* certain surgical opera­ 
tions were done, but they helped 
In very few oases. In certain cases, 
a drug combining ergotam ine 
I tartrate with caffeine seems to 
relieve the pain more effectively 
when given a t the beginning of 
an attack. Injections of another 
drug known as dlhydroergota- 
I mine into a muscle are sometimes 
also effective. 
Psychotherapy, given by an ex- 
| perieneed physician or psychia­ 
trist, can help prevent occur­ 
rences of m igraine attacks, it has 
been found.
